oiling prices on automobiles. 
As 
issued by the Price adm inistrator 
0 nester Bowles, the statem ent by 
the adm inistrator giving the ne j 
cessity for the establishment of 
ceiling prices on used cars readi j 
as follows: 
“Used automobiles are an im j 
portant item in the cost of living. \ 
All told they make up a business 
of nearly two billion dollars a year 
—by far the largest 
not 
under 
ceiling prices. 
“During 
the 
last 
two years, 
prices of used cars have gone up. 
On the average, prices today are 
20 per cent above a year and a half 
ago and 30 per cent above two 
and a half years ago. 
In some 
sections of the country used cars 
three years old bring today two 
or three times more than similar 
cars brought before the war. 
I 
think that indicates 
what 
pres­ 
sures 
there 
are 
today to push 
prices up and w hat m ight have 
happened in other fields if there 
were no controls. 
“The fact th at automobile prices 
have 
continued 
to 
rise, causes 
hardship for many a person who 
needs a car to go to work. 
That 
applies to those who live on more 
or less fixed incomes— the white 
collar worker, the school teacher, 
the civil employe. 
“We did not want to create un­ 
necessary difficulties for dealers 
who 
today 
have 
practically no 
revenue from the sale of new auto­ 
mobiles, and who are relying pri­ 
marily on sales of used cars, re­ 
pair work, etc., for their revenue. 
An Impractical regulation 
would 
certainly stimulate a large black 
m arket 
in 
cars. 
Many 
honest 
dealers would be forced 
out 
of 
business thus not only working a 
severe hardship on them, but also 
on those who require their servic­ 
ing and repair facilities.

“I can’t give you the details of 
your son’s death because of cen­ 
sorship but I would like you to 
know th at it was instantaneuos and 
he

sutler. 
During 
the 
months he was in England he was 
very happy.” 
Austin entered service in June, 
1942. A fter spending three months 
in the Merchant Marine, he was 
transferred to the Coast Guard. He 
had several weeks at home at that 
time. He has not been home since. 
Upon entering the Coast 
Guard 
Austin was sent almost immedi­ 
ately overseas to the theatres of 
war in Africa, Italy and England.

Returns from Joliet 
stoker conference 


H. P. Kieskowski, of the Arling­ 
ton Heating & Sheet Metal Co. has 
returned from Joliet where he at­ 
tended a sales meeting of Winkler 
stoker distributors and represen­ 
tatives from northern and central 
Illinois and Lake county, Ind. 
Full cooperation with the gov­ 
ernment’s fuel conservation 
pro­ 
gram was outlined by Herman E. 
Winkler, executive vice-president, 
and Claude A. Potts, vice-president 
of the U. S. Machine Corporation, 
Lebanon, 
Ind., 
which 
manufac­

ibroad. The peak load occurred in 
May, the sixth month of operation, 
when 11,457,161 letters from sol­ 
diers in foreign theaters of opera­ 
tion were received at the Chicago 
station and 12,647,230 were filmed 
and sent to the armed forces by 
plane. 
Strategic value of V-mail from 
the standpoint 
of 
saving critical 
transport space, is shown in a re­

tightly stoppered and 
put 
in a 
locked cabinet. 
The medicine cab­ 
inet should be out of reach of chil­ 
dren, so that their curiosity will 
not lead them to try to find out 
what’s behind the 
closed 
cabinet 
door. 


The 
family 
medicine 
cabinet 
may sometimes prove more harm­ 
ful than helpful. 
Too often it is 
cluttered im with old prescriptions 
and a variety of nostrums sug­ 
gested by neighbors and friends. 
This 
fill 
of “ patent 
medicines” 
suggests 
self-medication 
of 
the 
family. 
Most nostrums and “ pat­ 
ent 
medicines” are 
useless 
and 
some are habit-forming and harm­ 
ful. 
The medicine cabinet may prove 
to be a hazard to adults if there 
are placed side by side medicinal 
preparations and similar appear­ 
ing poisons. 
As for example, the 
time a college girl had 
rushed 
home 
to 
see her 
dying father, 
when she returned home from the 
hospital she had a terrific head­ 
ache; therefor, she went to the 
medicine cabinet and 
took 
some 
bichloride 
of 
mercury 
tablets 
thinking 
them 
to 
be 
aspirins. 
Tragically, her poor mother had to 
attend 
a double 
funeral. A more 
recent 
tragedy was the 
case of 
mistaking boric acid for dextrose. 
In the 
summertime 
we 
often 
have insecticides around the house. 
They should be carefully labeled 
and put away in locations far re­ 
moved from food, medicine, and 
small children. 
Home accidents due to poison­ 
ings can and should be eliminated. 
Do all you can to prevent these ac 1 
cidents— check up on your medi­ 
cine cabinet at regular intervals.

“The island is about 37 miles by 
IOO miles and lies in both the Car­ 
ibbean sea and Atlantic ocean*. We 
were stationed at San Juan, a large 
modern city that had plenty of en­ 
tertainm ent to offer.”
